Announcement 
from the Highway 
Commission at Austin in the last few 
days contained the information that 
the long-sought designation of a high 
way from Weatherford via D ecatur 
to Gainesville had been allowed by 
the commission. 
The state number is 
SS) and is a continuance of the con­ 
troverted 
highway from 
Strawn to 
W eatherford, 
now 
under 
construc­ 
tion. 
The 
Gainesville-Doeutur unit 
had previously been designated, leav­ 
ing the W eatherford link to be added 
subsequently. 
The interstate importance of high­ 
way 89, if and when constructed, is 
the substantial reduction of travel­ 
ling distance between Gainesville and 
San Antonio that will occur. Gaines­ 
ville is a focal i>oint for midwest, 
north and east tourist travel bound 
over highway 
77 to 
San 
Antonio, 
south Texas, the Rio Grande valley 
and 
Mexico. 
To reach those jaunts 
highway 77 
swerves 
approxim ately 
seventy-file miles out of the way as 
compared to a shorter relative dis­ 
tance th at will be gained between 
Gainesville, 
D ecatur and 
W eather­ 
ford to a connection with highway CO 
from San Antonio due north. 
The highway commission attaches

In city, county, state and nation the 
orgy of spending has run on. It is esti­ 
mated that in the United States the 
total cost of all govt rnmcnt is nearly 
five times what it was before the 
World War. Many localities have been 
brought lo the verge of bankruptcy by 
their expenditures, while many have 
saddled their citizens with a debt bur­ 
den that will darken their lives and 
hamper their progress for years to 
come. 
The total ( est of Fe dural, sinto and 
local government in the Unite cl Rinses 
is * Militated at for. v six million dollars 
a day. Rased on national income in 
2920, this imprest lits about one-fifth the 
total income: of our people, or about 
$110 for every individual in the na­ 
tion. Total 
taxes in 1931 are esti­ 
mated to have taken more than 22 per 
cent of the national income. It is occa­ 
sion for serious thought on the part of 
everyone when one day’s income out of 
every four or five must be contributed 
to the maintenance of government ma­ 
chinery. 
Reductions Possible 
United States Government expendi­ 
tures were reduced one hundred and 
forty million dollars during the first 
quarter of the current fiscal year. The 
recent action of bankers in calling a 
halt to unnecessary expenditures of 
Now York City as prerequisite to loans 
will reduce the cost of government in 
the country’s metropolis, which is sec­ 
ond in its expenditures to only the 
Federal Government. No state in the 
Union, in fact, no other government 
on this hemisphere, spends half a:; 
much as this one city. These savings 
iii Federal and municipal costs are only 
the beginning of a movement needed 
throughout the country, if we are to 
he led out of depression into pros­ 
perity. 
Unless the people can be made to 
realize that money for governmental 
expenditure can come only from their 
own pockets as taxpayers, casting de­ 
pressing effects on both individual ef­ 
fort and general business, there is an 
imminent threat that we may be forced 
to meet economic difficulties similar to 
those that have so seriously handi­ 
capped other countries. The question 
i9 not primarily one of merely paring 
government salaries or shaving budg­ 
ets, but rather of curtailing govern­ 
ment activities for which we cannot 
afford to pay. 
Tho Idea that money for these mount­ 
ing extravagances can be raised by fol­ 
lowing the slogan “Soak the Rich” ii 
utterly fallacious, for such a policy 
will simply exterm inate “the rich” and 
eliminate sources of revenue. It is also 
important to realize that corporate 
business in this country is in no posi­ 
tion to withstand the effects of indefi­ 
nite advances in tax rates. 
Current 
earning reports reveal that fact be­ 
yond shadow of doubt. The tax base 
must be broadened, and it therefore 
seems likely that Congress will be 
called upon to reconsider the sales tax. 
at least as a temporary m easure to help 
meet a critical condition in the nation’s 
finance. 


O 
UTLINING 
legislative procedure, 
Robert V. Fleming, President Riggs 
National Bank, Washington, D. C., gave 
the recent convention of the American 
Bankers Association a description of 
the difficulties and problems confront­ 
ing the law-makers. Mr. Fleming said 
in part: 
“The most important part of organi­ 
zation of the two branches of congress 
is election of standing committees. 
There are 34 standing committees in 
the Senate and 46 in the House. These 
are the workshops of Congress and the 
real work of lawmaking is done in 
Committee Rooms. 
“The task of legislating for 124,000,- 
i OOO people is a tremendous one. Of re­ 
cent years approximately 20,000 bills 
! are introduced annually in the two 


I Houses. Only a small percentage be­ 
come law, but they must be weighed in

A Country Editor 
Looks at Banking 


Deposit ‘Guarantee’ 
Fails cf Purpose 


LOE A NG ELLE.— While the uFa of 
the guarantee of 
bank deposits by 
some legally enforced plan seems to 
appeal to many poop,Ie who give it 
casual thought, the fact is that it 
has n t only failed in every instance 
iii tile eight states where the experi­ 
ment was tried, hut actually produced 
unsound banking and increus: ti the 
number of failures, it was declared by 
the recent convention of the American 
Bankers Association held here. 
“ Guaranty of bank deposits carries 
an idea that naturally appeals to peo­ 
ple in general on casual consideration,'’ 
the declaration said. 
“However, in 
principle it is unsound and in practice 
it is unworkable. 
It has been tried in 
eight States and it has not only failed 
in every case, but It has resulted in 
increasing the number of bauk fail­ 
ures. Taxing properly managed banks 
to make up losses of failed hanks is 
not only unfair and unreasonable, but 
it weakens the whole banking struc­ 
ture. 
Again, guaranty 
of 
deposits 
places the incompetent and reckless 
banker on an equal footing with the 
able and conservative banker, which 
encourages had banking at the ex­ 
pense of sound banking. We are there 
fore opposed to the passage of any 
law carrying a guaranty of bank de­ 
posits and believe that it is against the 
interest of the people of the United 
Suites to develop any such system." 


J *T, IiE editor of the Norwalk, Ohio. 
^ Herald takes a somewhat different 
view of the banking situation from a 
good many people. 
His idea is as 
follows: 
“W ith rents failing and unpaid, real 
estate does not present a happy pic­ 
ture. 
Nor does the owner of care­ 
fully selected bonds feel any happier, 
with a bunch of them going wrong.

fact was all too strongly impressed 
upon the mind of Col. Robert Iv 
W ithers of the Confederate army 
in April. 1865. 
He was command 
er of the m ilitary prison at Dan 
Ville, Va., where were held more 
than 6.000 Union prisoners guarded; 
only by disabled Confederates and 
some old men and young boys. 
All through the Inst winter of the 
Civil war the specter of fam ine had 
been ever-present in Danville-—fain 
ine for the captives, the guards and 
the townspeople. 
Then carne the 
news that Richmond had 
surren 
dered and with it C onfederate cav 
a try men who informed the colonel 
that tjiey had orders to burn the 
bridges across the river and all to* 
bncco w arehouses in Danville. With 
ors protested. 
It would mean a con 
^agnition which would destroy th* 
town, and since the Confederacy hod 
collapse*] in Virginia there was in* 
m ilitary advantage to such 
ruin 
Finding 
his 
protests 
unavailing 
Colonel W ithers declared that 
la 
would resist such destruction with 
arm ed force and his stand saved 
the bridges arid the warehouses. 
The next crisis came after th* 
surrender of Appomattox. 
A largi 
body of paroled soldiers from Lee’1 
army arrived in Danville. 
Ilungrx 
and in rags, they became excited n< 
the rumor that the warehouses con 
tained the very things they needed 
arid they were urged on by people 
from tile surrounding country win* 
hoped to share in the loot. No soon 
or had he broken up this mob than 
some Federal “bum mers” appeared 
Should they enter, it was likely 
they would release the Federal pris 
oners who were clamoring for their 
freedom and whose tem per was an 
uncertain quantity after the privn 
tions they had endured. 
If they 
got out 
hand, Danville would tie 
in the power of a mob whose ex­ 
cesses would know no limits. 
So 
when the train bearing the “hum 
ruers” rolled into town it was met 
by a group of arm ed men whose de 
(ermined attitude soon sent them 
on their way. 
The next day the advance guard 
of the Federal troops appeared and 
Colonel W ithers was happy to turn 
over to the Union commander the 
responsibility 
for 
keeping 
order 
after the prisoners were released. 
I So Danville rem em bers Cie name of 
Robert E. W ithers, whose determ in­ 
ation and courage saved it from the 
perils of peace which were greater 
than the perils of war.
